GRAFTING EVERY MONTH IN THE YEAR. 
The investigations and experiments of 
horticulturists are continually bringing for- 
ward something new in the practice of the 
culture of plants and shrubs and trees. It 
was formerly thought that early iu the spring 
was the only time to engraft, and also that it 
could only be done on the tree or stock while 
growing inthe ground. Now people find it 
just as well to take up young trees, put them 
in the cellar, with sand or earth over the | 
roots, and either graft the stocks at their lei- | 
sure hours before the fire during some stormy 
day or winter evening, carefully placing them 
back until time to set them out in the spring— 
or they cut the roots to pieces, of three or 
fuur inches in length, and engraft them in the 
same manner, preserving also in the same 
way, and in spring find, by setting them out, 
that they will spring up and grow as well as 
any other tree. It has also been found that 
trees may probably be engrafted successfully 
during every month in the year, Friend 
Cole, of the Boston Cultivator, in describing 
Mr. Torrey’s garden in Quincy, which he 
visited a week or two ago, says Mr. T. has 
grafted peach trees every month in the year 
excepting the winter months. Now if any 
one is disposed to try the experiment during | 
the cold of winter, there can be no doubt that | 
he would succeed. Why not as well asthose | 
stocks that are grafted in the house during the | 
winter when the circulating system is torpid? | 
It would be necessary only to protect the} 
junction of the graft and stock carefully from 
the effect of snow and water and the severe 
winds that we sometimes have in that inclem- 
ent season of the year. We do not suppose 
that it would be advisable to do this work out | 
of doors in the winter, but we mention it | 
merely to illustrate the fact that we may en- 
graft every month in the year with success. 


CAN HORSES SCENT WATER IN THE 
GROUND? 
It has been observed by travellers who} 
have driven cattle on the “‘pampas” or plains |

of South America, that they could scent wa-| 
ter for a considerable distance, and also would 
indicate the coming of rain, by their snuffing 
in the air, some time before it fell, as if they 
smelt it coming in the distance. 

It is also said by those who have travelled 
on the deserts of Africa on camels, that this 
animal could scent water a great distance. 

A friend was relating to us, the other day, 
as fact, that horses had a similar faculty. 
He states that if a horse be shut up in a pas- 
ture where there is no water, he will, at cer- 
tain times of the day, make it a practice to 
stand in those situations where water is near- 
est to the surface, and thus indicate the best 
place for digging for it. 

Have any of our readers ever observed this 
trait in the horse? 


QUICK GROWTH OF INDIAN CORN, 


We have never known such a rapid growth 
of Indian corn as has been this summer. ‘The 
rains that began in May delayed our farmers 
very much in their planting. Much of the 
corn in our vicinity was not planted until the 
first of June. We have some planted on the 
tenth of June. The warm weatber that en- 
sued drove it ahead like a locomotive, and in 
four weeks some of it began to show spindles, 
and in forty-six days we sawsome of it silked 
out. We find, however, an evil in this rapid 
growth. It has hardly sufficient strength to 
enable it to stand up, and the winds snap it 
off like a pipe-stem. It has needed a slower 
and more solid growth to enable it to with- 
stand adverse gales. 


DON'T STEAL THAT FRUIT! 

Sure, an’ ye don’t call it stealing to get 
over and take a little fruit, do ye? Yes we 
do, and the meanest kind of stealing, too. 
You wouldn’t walk into that man’s house and 
take his money from his draw, nor his bread 
from his table, and yet very likely that money 
and that bread has not cost its owner half so 
much care, half so much labor, and is not 
half so much prised and valued as his fruit. 
Don’t steal it. Children and young people 
are generally the trespassers on this sort of 





























APPLES FOR FARM STOCK. 


The laws of strict economy require that 
every edible and nutritive substance produced 
on the lands of the farmer, be rigidly econo- 
mized, and appropriated to some profitable 
use. For several years back, we have been 
in the habit of feeding apples to various kinds 
of farm stock—hogs, cows, horses and sheep 
—and the result of our experience isa firm 
conviction that few of our farm products are 
more truly and intrinsically valuable, or bet- 
ter adapted to promote the health, and ensure 
the thrift of farm stock, generally, than ap- 
ples, whether sweet or sour. 

It was not, however, without some misgiv- 
ings that we commenced feeding them to our 
cows, as we had previously imbibed a very 
strong prejudice against feeding these useful 
animals on anything except hay and grain; 
but this fallacy was soon eradicated by expe- 
rience, although we were repeatedly assured 
by several of our wise neighbors, that such 
food would inevitably cause them to “shrink 
their milk,” if indeed it did not engender 
sickness, and perhaps diseases we might find 
it difficult to cure. We have no doubt that, 
under certain circumstances, this may be in 
part true; for on one of our cows breaking 
into a neighbor's orchard, and partaking free- 
ly of the immature droppings, or ‘‘wind falls,” 
she becaine ill, with slight fever, and for one 
or two milkings there was an obvious, though 
slight diminution of milk, ( probably) as the 
result. And the same, admitting the green 
fruit to have been the cause, would have re- 
sulted, had she broken into our friend’s clo- 
ver ley, and gorged herself on his rich after- 
math, as repletion, when the food taken is of 
a succulent and fermentable quality, inevita- 
bly tends to produce fever. ‘The economy of 
digestion is impeded, or, for a time, arrested, 
and the lactescent organs, like all the other 
parts of the system, are sympathetically af- 
fected, and diseased. In order that we might 
have the advantage of reliable data from 
which to deduce our inferences, we selected 
a couple of young cows, and fed them exclu- 
sively on apples, with the exception of a very 
slight foddering of hay or meal morning and 
night, for two months; and we cun assure 
you that we have never made more or better 
butter from the same quantity of milk, during 
the same period, than from the milk drawn 
from the two cows thus fed, or as some may 
say —“‘starved.” 

Reasoning from analogy, the corollary 
seems unavoidable, that ripe, well matured 
apples are better for food than those that are 
crude, or but partially ripe. In both the 
quantity of juice is not, perhaps, materially 
different, but the juice of the ripe apple is 
more perfectly elaborated, and less likely to 
induce diseases and obstructions in the udder, 
as is sometimes the case, as we are confident, 
when animals are fed lavishly on apples in 
their crude or unripe state. As to the quant- 
ity necessary for a medium sized cow, we 
have found that from a peck, to half a bushel 


variation of the animal’s appetite for them— 
to answer all the purposes of the most liberal 
feeding with hay and grain. We are glad to 
perceive that the practice of feeding domestic 
animals on this kind of fruit—instead of mak- 
ing it into cider, which, at best, isa great 
waste of a valuable article that ought to be 
appropriated to a better and more profitable 
use—has already become quite common, es- 
pecially in sections where it is raised in large 
quantities, and where, from the benign radi- 
ance science is shedding upon the paths of 
the toiling husbandman, improvement is no 
longer regarded as sacrilege, or crime.—- 
Twenty years ago, no one dreamed that ani- 
mals could exist on such food, and the writer 
who should have recommended apples as a 
food for any kind of stock, would have been 
regarded as a dunce or, perhaps, a fool. 
We hope that those of our readers who have 
large orchards and who can easily satisfy 
their doubts on this subject, if they any longer 
indulge any, will make the experiment, and 
test the value of apples for themselves. We 
have many more facts to communicate, all 
going decidedly and most incontrovertibly to 
prove the position we have assumed, but as 
our article has already been spun out toa 
much more tedious extent than we anticipated 
when we commenced, we shall reserve thein 
till a future number; hoping, in the mean 
time, that a subject of so much importance 
to the farming community will be considered 
with candor, and favored with the attention 
it so eminently deserves, by all. w.

RICE MILK.

This dish is an excellent 
one, and very simply and quickly made. Af- 
ter washing a pint of rice in two different wa- 


cylinder, according to Loudon’s description, 
or cylinder perforated with holes, having a 
wooden axle through its longest diameter, 
and a crank or handle on one end, by which 
a rotary movement is communicated the same 
as to a grindstone or barrel churn. 

“A hinged board forms an opening for put- 
ting in and taking out the potatoes, which 
fastens with an iron hasp and staple. It is 
filled with potatoes or other roots, and then 
placed in a cistern of water by means of a 
crane, or otherwise. In this state, being two 
thirds immersed in water, and one third full 
of potatoes, it is turned round a few times,

filled and replaced.”

IMPROVEMENT OF PASTURES, &C. 


Messrs. Editors:—Some eight years since 


the county of Essex. Half of it had been 
used asa pasture, and was nearly covered 
with white birch, alder, blue-berry, and above 
all, with barberry bushes, I tried several ex- 
periments in destroying them, which, as they 
were failures, it is of no consequence to re- 
late. Ihave, however, perfectly succeeded 
in destroying them. Some of the larger I 
cut down with an axe, or strong bush scythe. 
Ithen take an old axe, one of little value, 
and when the ground is frozen at least two 
inches deep, I break and bruise them down, 
destroying the root a little below the surface 
of the ground. When frozen they are brittle 
and may be broken easily with an axe that 
will not cut; and when my axe gets battered 
too much for use, I cause it to be sharpened 
by a blacksmith, as he would sharpen a drill 
for spliting stone. I think this the cheapest 
and best way of destroying bushes. Let the 
ground be sufficiently frozen, with little or no 
snow, and be sure to break them off and bruise 
them as low as possible, and they will never 
grow again. Excepting the blueberry the 
roots will rot in about three years, so as to be 
very little in the way of getting in grass seed. 

My land is very stony; I dug and hauled off 
a part of the stone; [ then took a good sharp 
harrow and with a pair of good horses, har- 
rowed on each acre about one day and a half, 
going over the ground from ten to twelve 
times. ‘The first five or six times I made but 
little show; but before I had gone ten times 
over it, the surface of the ground was so well 
torn in pieces that grass seed sown either be- 
fore the last time, or after I had done harrow- 
ing, grew well. I generally sow my grass 
seed in March, and frequently on the snow, 
ifit be not more than two or three inches 
deep, and I think I am the gainer by scatter- 
ing it with “liberal hand.” 1 harrow either 
late in the fall or very early in the spring, 
when the ground is soft, but not so much so 
as to be muddy. 

My pasture is greatly improved ata very 
moderate expense. ‘To every farmer, whose 
pasture is “‘run out,” or covered with bushes 
so that it bears little or no grass, and there are 
many such within my knowledge, I say let 
him take an aere and try the experiment for 
himself. It can all be done at a season of the 
year when he is most at leisure, and a little 
grass seed (I like white clover the best for 
pastures,) will certainly not be lost in such a 
pasture.

PRACTICAL USE OF LEAVES. 


There are two facts in the functions of the 
leaf, that are worth consideration on account 
of their practical bearings. The food of 
plants is for the most part taken in solution, 
through its roots. Various minerals—silex, 
lime, alumen, magnesia, potassa—are passed 
into the tree in a dissolved state. ‘The sap 
passes to the leaf, the superfluous water is 
given off, but not the substances which it held 
in solution, ‘These, in part, are distributed 
through the plant, and in part, remain as a 
deposit in the cells of the leaf. Gradually 
the leaf chokes up, its functions are impeded, 
and finally entirely stopped. When the leaf 
drops it contains a large per cent. of mineral 
matter. An autumnal or old leaf yields, up- 
on analysis, a very much larger proportion of 
earthy matter than a vernal leaf, which, be- 
ing yet young, has not received within its 
cells any considerable deposit. It will be 
found, also, that the leaves contain a much 
higher per cent. of mineral matter than the 
wood of the trunk. The dried leaves of the 
elm contain more than eleven per cent. of 
ashes, (earthy matter,) while the wood con- 
tains less than two per cent.; those of the 
willow, more than eight per cent., while the 
wood has only 0.45; those of the beech, 6.69, 
the wood only 0.36; those of the (European) 
oak, 4.05, the wood only 0.21; those of the 
pitch-pine, 3.15, the wood only 0.25 per cent.* 

It is very plain from these facts, that, in 
forests, the nrineral ingredients of the soil 
perform a sort of circulation; entering the 
root, they are deposited in the leaf; then, 
with it, fall to the earth, and by its decay they 
are restored to the soil, again to travel their 
circuit. Forest soils, therefore, instead of 
being impoverished by the growth of trees, 
receive back annually the greatest propor- 
tion of those mineral elements necessary to 
the tree, and besides, much organized matter 
received into the plant from the atmosphere; 
soils, therefore, are gaining instead of losing. 
If owners of parks or groves, for neatness’ 
sake, or to obtain leaves for other purposes, 
gathers the annual harvest of leaves, he will, 
in time, take away great quantities of mine- 
be impoverished; unless it is restored by ma- 
nures. 

Leaf-manure has always been held in high 


a purely vegetable substance; whereas, it is 
the best mineral manure that can be applied 
to the soil, What are called vegetable loams 
(not peat soils, made up principally of decom- 
posed roots,) contain large quantities of 

mineral-vegetable, rath- 





sun, was found to perspire at the rate of | 
twenty to thirty ounces avoirdupois, every 
twelve hours, or seventeen times more than 
aman, A vine, with twelve square feet, ex- 
haled at the rate of five or six ounces a day. 
A seedling apple tree, with twelve square feet 
of foliage, lost nine ounces a day.f 

These are experiments upon very small 
plants, The vast amount of surface present- 
ed by a large tree must give off immense 
quantities of moisture. The practical bear- 
ings of this fact of vegetable exhalation are 
nota few. Wet forest-lands, by being clear- 
ed of timber, become dry; and streams, fed 
from such sources, become almost extinct as 
civilization encroaches on wild woods. ‘The 
excessive dampness of crowded gardens is not 
singular, and still less is it strange that dwel- 
lings covered with vines, whose windows are 
choked with shrubs, and whose roof is over- 
hung with branches of trees, should be intol- 
erably damp; and when the good housewife 
is scrubbing, scouring and brushing, and nev- 
ertheless marvelling that the house is so in- 
fested with mould, she hardly suspects that 
her troubles would be more easily removed 
by the axe or saw, than by all her cloths and 
brushes. A house should never be closely 
surrounded with shrubs. A free circulation 
of air should be maintained all about it, and 
shade trees so disposed as to leave large 
openings for the light and sun to enter. The 
unusual rains of the current season have pro- 
duced so great a dampness in our residences 
that no one can fail to have noticed its effect, 
both on the health of the occupants, and upon 
the beauty and good condition of their house- 
hoki substances.

WHITE WEED, OR OX-EYE DAISY. 


A subscriber wishes to know whether we 
have an improved method of killing this weed; 
and what he shall do with land infested with 
it? 

We find no difficulty where the plough can 
run without interruption, In rocky grounds 
it is quite troublesome and occupies space | 
without yielding any harvest of value. In 
Cambridge large fields are covered with this 
weed—fields that are as easily ploughed as 
any lands in the State. They are owned by | 
wealty proprietors who lease them from year | 
to year for what they can obtain in cash, and 
make no provision for improvement. 

A scientific professor at Cambridge Uni- | 
versity would give a learned acconnt of the | 
origin and introduction and name of the Ox- 
eye daisy, and satisfy his hearers at the Audi- 
ence Hall that he was deserving of a salary of 
$2,500. And the stray farmers that happened 
to hear his discourse would go home and 
ponder on it and lay up all the wisdom that 
happened to coincide with their previous con- 
ceits. 

They might then apply to an old practical 
farmer to actually show them how to kill the 
weed; just as the client did who at first applied 
to Alexander Hamilton to learn how he should 
proceed to foreclose a mortgage and recover 
his debt. Hamilton, with the utmost polite- 
ness and suavity of manner, went into a learn- 
ed disquisition on mortgages, and charmed 
the client with his erudition and eloquence; 
he made the case so clear that the client could 
not refuse to pay a counsel fee of $20; but on 
going home he reflected that nothing had been 
done for him. He then went to a practicing 
attorney and had the business done to his 
liking. 

This white weed matures its seeds quite 
early—say in June, before the grass that 
grows with it is fit for the scythe, and hence 
more of its seeds are scattered over the field 
than its fair proportion. It has also another 
advantage, its seeds are more abundant than 
the seeds of most plants, and of course they 
have a more numerous progeny. 

Lands abounding in white weed should be 
ploughed in June before the seeds are mature 
enough for vegetation; and every spire should 
be buried under the furrow. ‘This may be 
done, in plain fields, by tying bushes to the 
plough beam that will sweep down the stand- 
ing blades before the mould plate and prepare 
them for burial. 

Some other seeds should then be sown to 
occupy the soil—seeds that will so vegetate as 
to cover the ground completely. If the land 
is in good heart, grass seeds may be sown thick ; 
but white weed grounds are usually poor; and 
buckwheat would be a good article to cover 
the soil and stifle any weeds that might start 
u

In rough and rocky soils the plough should 
be used till the ground is thoroughly pulver- 
ized; then manure should be used to introduce 
the good grasses. Or a better mode still may 
be adopted in case the ground is suitable for 
planting. Make it rich, till well for one year, 
and then lay to grass, sowing the seed thick. 
Herdagrass and redtop are better than clover 
for this purpose. 

When the ground is highly manured it may 
be seeded with herds-grass and redtop at our 
favorite season for sowing grass seeds—in the 
last week in August or the fore part of Sep- 
ternber,—and no fears need be entertained in 
regard to the seeds of the white weed in case 
the sward is turned up at that time with a

WHY THE OCEAN IS SALT, 

The saltness of the ocean has usually been 
regarded as a special provision of nature to 
guard against certain inconveniences which 
might otherwise have resulted, ‘The presence 
of so much saline matter in solution depresses 
the freezing point of the water many degrees, 
thereby diminishing the dangerous facility 
with which fields of ice are produced in the 
polar regions. It has been said also, that the 
salt is useful in checking evaporation, and 
also that it aids in preventing the corruption 
of the water by the accumulation of animal 
and vegetable remains. Without for a 
moment questioning the incidental benefits 
resulting from the circumstances under dis- 
cussion and which in one case at least are 
obvious, it may be suggested that the saltness 
of the sea may be considered rather an in- 
evitable result of the present disposition of 
things, than a special arrangement expressly 
intended to fulfil certain particular objects. 
The rain that falls upon the earth is due to 
the condensation of aqueous vapor previously 
existing in the atmosphere, and which is sup- 


pared with that of the land being very great, 
necessarily so perhaps, to furnish this requisite 
extent of evaporating surface. This water, 
as is well known, is perfectly fresh and pure, 
the saline constituents of the ocean having no 
sensible degree of volability at that tempera- 
ture at which the vapor had been raised. No 
sooner, however, does it reach the earth than 
it becomes contaminated with solubel sub- 
stances which it meets while flowing on the 
surface of the ground or persolating beneath. 
It is thus that the waters of springs and rivers 
invariably contain a greater or less amount of 
alkaline and earthly salts, which all eventually 
find their way into the sea, and there remain, 
since there is no channel for their return.— 
The same condition of sea water is but an 
exaggeration of that of ordinary lakes, rivers, 
and springs; the materials the same, and of 
necessity so; the ocean being in fact the great 
repository of all soluble substance which, 
during innumerable ages, have been separated 
by a process of washing from the land. The 
case of the sea is but a magnified represent- 
ation of what occurs in every lake into which 
rivers flow, but from which there is no outlet 
except by evaporation. Such a lake is in- 
variably a salt lake. [tis impossible that it 
can be otherwise; and it is curious to observe 
that this condition disappears when an artificial 
outlet is provided for the waters. It will be 
remembered that the saltness of the ocean is 
very far exceeded by that of several inland 
lakes of the kind described. That of Aral 
near the Caspian, and the Dead Sea in Judea, 
are remarkable examples. (Ex.

The following on 
ithis subject is from the doings of the New 
York Farmers’ Club. And we would here 
remark, that the public are indebted to this 
society for much valuable information on ag- 
riculture, horticulture, and their kindred 
branches.

The following communication from M, R. 
Hall was read; 

Gentitemen—For twenty five-years I have 
been engaged in ship store business, and fur- 
merly found much difficulty in furnishing corn 
meal that would keep sweet on long voyages 
and in warm climates. 

On my reporting the difficulty of keeping 
corn to Zenas Coffin, Esq., one of the oldest 
whalemen at Nantucket, he informed me that 
there was no difficulty in keeping corn meal 
sweet for a three years’ voyage, by putting a 
beach stone, the size of a large paving stone, 
in the centre of a hogshead of meal, and 
hooped tight, and for a barrel, a stone four or 
five inches in diameter and made tight. From 
the above information I made experiments to 
Rio Grande, and other Southern ports, by 
sending meal with the stone, and without tho 
stone, and on the return of the ship, I found 
the meal with stone in the centre of the cask 
kept sweet, while the meal without the stone 
all spoilt—sour. ‘The cask should be water- 
tight. R. Hatt.

Loox ro your Grarrs ann Borers. 
Scions set in old trees are often neglected in 
the busy days of July. The sprouts fromthe 
|old stumps are apt to get the advantage of

already bestowed, 

The young borers will be busy this month 
lin providing for themselves a shelter under 
ithe bark of apple trees.

Pile heaps of sand around the trunks of

GRAFTING PEAR ON MOUNTAIN ASH. 
Mr. Elijah Beckwith in this city, has a 
nursery of some hundred pear trees grafted 
upon the root of the mountain ash, They 
appear to be flourishing, and making wood 
rapidly, ‘There are sowe of the choice pears 
which grow far into the season and are there- 
fore unprepared for the exposure cf our win- 
ters. The mountain ash isa rapid, but an 
early and short grower, and Mr. B. supposes 
that by grafting the pear on this root that the 
sap will be early checked and late growing 
prevented. 
The mountain ash is abundant and cheap 
all through Maine, whereas there are no pear 
stocks but all our pear trees must come from 
Massachusetts and can only be obtained at 
high prices, quite too high for their genera! 
introduction among farmers. But any young 
farmer can obtain, for a few coppers, a bundl« 
of pear grafts, and by engrafting them into 
the roots of young mountain ash trees an: 
setting them out io bis fields may ina few 
years have an abundance of pears. 

This is an experiment which Mr, Beckwith 
has undertaken but the grafts grow so band- 
somely we think there can be no doubt as to 
its success. ~ 

We venture at least to recommend to all 
young farmers and old ones too, to obtain a 
few pear grafts and give them & fair trial in 
roots of the mountain ash. [Bangor Courier.

COLLECT AN OLD DEBT.

Early in life Mr. Jenkins had been what is 
called unfortunate in business. Ejither from 
the want of right management, or from caus- 
es that he could not well control, he became 
involved, and was broken all to pieces. It 
was not enough that he gave up every dollar 
he possessed in the world.

A prudent man, who has once been 
forced into the unhappy alternative of taking 
the benefit of an insolvent law, is always 
careful, lest, in an unguarded moment, he ac- 
knowledge his liability to some old creditor, 
before he is fully able to meet it. Anxious as 
he is to assure this one and that one of his 
desire and intention to pay them if ever in his 
power, and to say to them that he is strug- 
gling early and late for their sakes as well as 
his own, his lips most remain sealed. A word 
of his intentions and all his fond hopes of get- 
ting fairly on his feet again are in danger of

Jenkins, we are sorry to say, was not of that 
class of debtors who never considered an ob- 
ligation morally canceled.
